HILE fome People exprefs their 
ignorant, but friendly Concern 
for me, on the Account of the 

Boldnefs and Prefumption I am guilty of, in 
addreffing this Paper to our Reprefentatives 
in Parliament 5 Bebold Igo on to encreafe 


that fuppofed Crime, by yet a farther ferious 


Addreis to the fame Authority, who are 
only capable of redrefling the Publick Grie- 
vances of the Feople ot England, and to 
fettle and reconcile this Nation. 

‘Plots and Contrivances againit the Crown 


and Dignity of the Sovereign feldom ftand 


alane,.or fubfift upon themferes ; but ei- 
ther have a Dependance upon, or are com- 
licated with yet farther Mifchiefs defign’d 
or the People, as the Confequences of the 
former ; and thus in the deteftable Con[pi- 
facy the laft of thefe Papers laid an Ab- 
ftraé&t of before your Horourable Affembly, 
the Sundry parts of the deep-laid Detign, 


- appear but too plain, and are as naturally 


deduced from the Premifes, as they were 
vilible in. the fubfequent Behaviour of the 
Confpirators themfelves.; and this I humbly 


crave leave to abridge in its plain and. unde- 
niable Circumftances, and lay it at the-feet. 
of the Honourable the Commons.of Enge 
land affembled in Parliament ; not doubting 
but they will think it of Corfequence 
great enough to take into their moft fe- 
rious Confideration. 

No fooner had this Party advanc’d the 
horrid Notion, as it was Circuntftanc’d, Of a 
Queen by Succeffion, Right Line, &%c, and 
thought themfelves fecure of the -Proje&t 
taking root in the Nation 5 but they joyn’d 
in a General Cry againft Froteftant Difnsersy 
openly reviling them, publickly threatning 
them, and as much as poflible to render 
them odious in the Eyes both of the Go- 
vernment and their fellow Subjects; as Per- 
fons dangerous to the fir/t, and uneafy to the 
Jaft 3 thefe People at the fame time behaging 
themfelves Peaceably, Loyally and Unbla- 
mable either with refpe& to Commerce, 
Law or Allegiance. 

And yet I fhould not give your Honou- 
rable Affembly the teaft trouble of Re- 
fle&ting on the Behaviour of thefe Geutte-

men, had they only fhown their Teeth 


otent Threatning, as they, Thougkt, tert 
fying the Diffenters; had there not appear’ 
a double Detgn in it againft the Queen's 
Majefty. her felf, and againft the Publick 
Peace of the-Nation; things no True Englifh 
spi can patiently fubmic to, or be ealie 
under. — 

And that I may .not be thoughg guilty of 
charging thefe Gentlemen by the fame Me- 
thod they have uled us with, / mean by Innu- 
endo; | humbly crave leave to appeal to your 
Honours moft equal and unerring Judg- 
ment———— Whether acculing the Prote- 
Stent Diffenters in this Nation, of Caballing 
and Aflociating againft the Government, 
could have any other real Defign, than to 
widen that Breach between the Church 
of England, and her Diffenting Brethren, 
which, to she Mortification of the Nations 
Enemies, was fo lately clofed, and we had 
Hopes was entirely Healed, bya Legaland 
Parliamentary Tolleragion That the 
widéning this Breach muft be purely ma- 
litious, is alfo plain, fince none of that Party 
dorft ever appear to any Accufation of the 
Diffenters in General, or any of them in 
Particular, or darft attempt to prove ei- 
ther before the Honourable Houfe, or an 
of her Majefty’s Courts of Juftice, the lea 
Difloyalty or Difaffection, either in Principle 
or Pragtice, among the whole Body of the 
Diffenters thus vilified, threatned, and ill 
treated. 

That this therefore muft be a malitious 
Defign, not againft the Diffenters only, as 
fuch ; but againft the Publick Peace of the 
Nation, I moft humbly reprefent to the 
Confideration of your Honourable Affem- 
bly, asa thing very well worth your Regard ; 
all the Interruption of that good Under- 
ftanding which was happily begun among 
Men of Piety and Charity of all Perfwafions 
by the Tolleration, being fo many Steps to 
the Ruin of both Religion and Civil Liberty, 
embroyling us in Inteftine Feuds, and lay- 
ing both Sides open to the Malice and 
Force of both Foreign and Domeftick Inva- 
lions. 

Nor is this the only Teftimony of the 
wicked Attempts of a Party of Men,to whom 
the Nation’s Peace is fo Irkfame, and the
